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Landlord fined for overcrowding at four-bed house

A COMPANY that crammed 12 
people into a four-bedroom house 
has been fined £10,000. 

When enforcement officers raid¬ 
ed the illegally rented property in 
Cranbourne Avenue, Wanstead, 
they found 12 people living in the 
four-bedroom house. 

As well as being unlicensed and 
severely overcrowded, the property 
was unsafe and did not meet the 
standards required as the company 


failed to carry out mandatory fire 
safety measures. 

Redbridge Council prosecuted 
the landlord, Station Estates of 
Whitebam Lane, Dagenham. 

The firm initially appealed the 
financial penalty but then accepted 
the four breaches of HMO regula¬ 
tions and the a £10,000 fine. 

Landlords must have a licence to 
rent out houses in multiple occupa¬ 
tion and can be fined up to £30,000 
if they don’t get one. 

The company has previously been 
prosecuted and fined for failing to 
licence another HMO in Barking. 


Cllr Larah Hussain, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “We will not 
tolerate any landlord or managing 
agent who causes misery for tenants 
and puts them at risk. All HMOs 
must now have a licence and this 
financial penalty sends out a clear 
message that we will take tough 
action against rogue operators who 
break the law. 

“We will continue to knock on the 
door of all suspected HMOs as part 
of our plans to root out unscrupu¬ 
lous landlords and improve stan¬ 
dards in the private rented sector.” 

As well as mandatory licensing 


for HMOs, the council has intro¬ 
duced a selective licensing scheme 
covering 79 per cent of the private 
rented sector in the borough.

ATTACKERS 

SENTENCED 


LOUR people have been jailed for 
a violent attack in which one vic¬ 
tim had noxious substance poured 
down his throat. 

MakaylaHajaig, 19, of Barley Lane, 
Chadwell Heath, Adam Badejo, 30, 
of Keppel Road, Dagenham, and 
William Deo, 20, of no fixed abode, 
lured two male victims - aged 21 at 
the time - to an address in Ilford on 
Wednesday, June 13. 

The court heard a substance - 
believed to be ammonia - was 
thrown at both men as revenge for 
a video posted online. 

One of the victims also had the 
noxious liquid forcibly poured 
down his throat, leaving him with 
serious internal injuries. 

He was put into an induced coma 
and remained in hospital for three 
weeks; he has since made a full 
recovery. 

The group were arrested in June 
following a public appeal.

Hajaig was sentenced to ten years 
imprisonment for GBH, eight years 
for robbery and 18 months for ABH 
at Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
Monday, December 17. 

Badejo and Keppel were both 
sentenced to 15 years imprisonment 
for grievous bodily harm (GBH), 12 


years for robbery and two years for 
actual bodily harm (ABH). 

The trio had been found guilty 
at the same court on Tuesday, 
November 27. 

Sergeant Matt Taylor, from the 
Met’s East Area Command Unit, 
said: “The three defendants careful¬ 


ly planned and executed a horrific 
attack and we are pleased to see that 
their sentences reflect this. 

“The victims have recovered from 
their injuries but both will have to 
deal with the psychological impact 
of this attack for the rest of their 
lives.”

Council adopts international definition of anti-Semitism 


THE International Holocaust 
Remembrance Alliance (IHRA) 
definition of anti-Semitism has been 
officially adopted by Waltham Forest 
Council. 

The adoption on December 13 
comes after months when the national 


Fabour party and senior members were 
embroiled in an anti-Semitism row. 

Waltham Forest Council is held 
by a Fabour majority and the IHRA 
definition will now be written into the 
council’s constitution in its code of 
conduct. 


The IHRA defines anti-Semitism 
as “a certain perception of Jews, 
which may be expressed as hatred 
toward Jews. Rhetorical and physical 
manifestations of anti-Semitism are 
directed toward Jewish or non-Jewish 
individuals and/or their property, 


toward Jewish community institutions 
and religious facilities.” 

A total of 18 Fondon boroughs 
have adopted the IHRA definition 
and the leaders’ committee of Fondon 
Councils has recommended all 
authorities consider adopting it.

CHILD cruelty charges against the 
world’s “number one Michael Jackson 
impersonator” and four members of his 
family have been dropped. 

Adrian Navindre Parasram, of Ilford, 
who performs under the name Navi, 
previously pleaded not guilty to five 
counts of child cruelty at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on Monday, June 11. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
confirmed the case had been 
discontinued earlier this month. 

A CPS spokesperson said: “The CPS 
has kept under careful review the evi-

dence relating to these allegations of 
abuse. 

“After careful consideration and in 
accordance with our duty of continuous 
review we have decided that the case no 
longer meets the evidential test. 

“The complainants involved have 
been informed and provided with a full 
explanation in writing.” 

The case against Navi’s father, Tony 
Raghesham Parasram, was dropped 
following his death - aged 80 - on 
October 29 this year. 

He had been charged with seven 
counts of child cruelty and five counts 
of indecent assault on a boy under 16. 

Navi took to Facebook to release a 
statement following the news. 

He said: “This has been a difficult 
time for my family and I but we stood 
strong in our faith and our focus to deal 
with this matter.” 

Rajpati Parasram, Clyde Mahindra 
Parasram, and Anthony Ravindra 
Parasram, all had multiple child cruelty 
charges dropped. 


Nurse recognised for her 
27 years’ service to NHS 


A NURSE has been named a lifetime 
achievement winner for the NHS trust 
which runs Queen’s and King George 
hospitals. 

On December 10 and 11, Barking, 
Havering, and Redbrige University 
Hospitals NHS Trust held its Long

who have worked at the trust for 20, 30 
and 40 years, as well awarding those 
who have gone above and beyond in 
their role. 

Nurse Caroline Moore was the winner

years. The 56-year-old, now a director 
of nursing, has spent her entire career 
as a nurse. 

She said: “I was chuffed to be 
nominated and I didn’t find out who had 
put me forward until afterwards.

I love what 
I do and I come in to try and do a good 
job, as we all should. 

“I was flattered and delighted to win, 
however, there are many others who 
deserve it too, who are committed to 
our trust.”
